Great Britain’s Hands. 


SHE WILL REALLY CONTROL HAWAII 


The Old Queen Has Always Been 
Friendly to the English. 


PRIVATE TIPS WERE GIVEN EARLY 


One of Victoria’s Subjects Ie Guardian of 
Princess Kalulani, Heir Apparent 
to the Hawaiian Throne. 


Washington. November 14.—(Special.)— 
The latest phase of the Hawaiian imbroglio 
is the statement that the United States bas 
been completely hoodwinked and has played 
into the hands of Great Britain. Accord- 
ing to the story current tonight the action 
of the president is the very thing above ail 
others that England most desired. It is an 
apen secret in diplomatic circles that Great 
Britain wishes to have indirect control as 
the Hawaiian isles through the future sov- 
ereignty of Princess Kalulani, niece of the 
queen and heir apparent to the throne. She 
it was who made the plaintive appeal to 
President Cleveland while she was at 
Washington last spring. 

The princess was educated in England 
and has spent the best part of her life there 
under the guardianship of Mr. Davies. an 
english subject who financially inter- 
ested to a considerable extent in the gov- 
ernment of the Hawaiian isles. It was 
through his personal influence with the 
queen that he was selected as the guardian 
of the princess. The latter became a mem- 
ber of his household. The princess is now 
in her eighteenth year and is a young lady 
of unusual intellig. nce. 

Mr. and Mrs. Davies accompanied her 
on her visit to the United States and were 
very eloquent in their claim for recognition 
of her rights by the United States. It will 
also be recalled that President and Mrs. 
Cleveland treated the princess with rare 
consideration, Mrs. Cleveland going so far 
as to call upon her. According to latest 
advices Mr. Davies is in Honolulu, having 
accompanied Minister Willis on his trip 
from San Francisco. The princess js in 
Enghand anxiously awaiting results in Ha- 
waii. This is natural, as the queen is get- 
ting old and feeble, and the princess is the 
next in line of suecession. As Mr. Davies 
came to Washington to look out for her 
interests it is natural to presume that he 
has gone to Honolulu for the same purpose, 
and there is a belief afloat that Mr. Davies 
was given a private tip as to the president's 
policy of restoring the queen. 

England Will Grab It. 

The theory in diplomatic circles is that 
Great Britain. will be the only country to 
henehe WE the SO-Hlled Cot Weak we 
Cleveland in bringing about the restoration 
of Queen Lilinokalani. She has abkways 
affiliated with the English party in Hono- 
lulu and prior to her ascent to the throne 
Was notoriously and offensively hostile to 
Americans. The English feel that they can 
count upon her friendly favor while she is 
in power, and in the event of her death, 
which may be counted upon speedily, as 
she is of a ehort-lived race, her successor 
on the throne, Princess Kalulani. will be 
thoroughly British in all her sympathies 
and actions. Then, as the United States 
Was instrumental in placing her in power, 
it cannot considerately dispute . her ad- 
nvinistration. It is intimated at the state 
department that all the foreign powers jn 
interest were notified in advance of the 
presidents purpose, and that it received 
their unanimous approval. If the Kalulanj 
theory be correct there will be no 
to doubt that Great Britain jis more 
deighted at the turn of affairs. 

Under the treaty of annexation concluded 
by Secretary Poster and the commissioners 
of the provisional government the United 
States agreed to pay Queen Lilinokalani 
S2O.000 down and S20.000 annually there- 
after “during the term of her natural life.’ 
and also to pay the Princess Kalulani the 
sum of S150.000. provided ‘they, in) good 
faith, submitted “to the authority of the 
United States and the Jocal government 
the islands.” ‘The (reat Wiis snbsequentiy 
withdrawn by President Cleveland aud has 
vow been uiterly repudiated,

Washington, November 14.—The story 
Was spread broadcast Jast night whieh 
seems to have had its origin in the Metro- 
politan club in this city, to the effect that 
there Was sftfrobly dissension in the cublnet 
on the Hawaiian situation. The rumor 
was definite as to the cabinet officers. who 
were Secretaries Smith and Morton. It 
stated that they had tendered their resiz- 
nations at a past cabinet meeting or would 
le so at the next meeting. Secretary 
Morton was seen late hast night and gave 
an absolute denial to the rumor, stating 
that he had not resigned nor had thought 
of such a thing. It ean be further said 
tbat Secretary Morton is in accord with the 
president om his Hawaiian policy and 
that Seeretary Smith has not in any wav 
given public expression to a disagreement 
or given reason io suppose that he enter- 
tains opinions differing from those enter- 
tained by the president in the matter.

(;overnor Ticlman today issned a requisition 
for William Carpenter, who has been arrested 
in Macon. Carpenter is a young White mun 
from Edgefie!d aud is now a nored criminal. 
Several years he aut a friend named 
Murrell, while on a drunken spree, mos: bru- 
taby murdered Preston Younce, a prominent 
Mdgefieid map. They met him in the road, 
covered him with pistols and told bim to get 
down on his knees, Tiey then filled him with 
lexid. . 

They were sentenved fo hang br escaped 
from jail.

The Income Tax Idea Gains in Popularity 
as the Neeessity to Provide Revenue 
Becomes More Apparent. 


Washington, November 14.—(Special.)— 
The new tariff bill will not be submitted 
to a democratic caucus if the ways and 
means coftfnittee can prevent it. This 
committee is determined that there shall 
be no under-belt strokes and no dark-corner 
polities in this bill. Whatever is done must 
be open am™@ on the floor. Secretary Car- 
lisle is engaged in making up an estimate 


of the necessary revenue’ for = rub 
ning the government. It requires a round 
numbers nearly &500,000,000 to keep the 
federal machinery in jnotion and the only 
large revenues Which can be accimmtely 
determined are those derived from whisky, 
beer and tobacco. 

The whisky p¥enue at present received is 
about $60,000200, and on beer, $30,000,- 
OOO. The revenues derived from tariff-tax 
are fluctuating and uncertain, and it is to 
cover this point the income tax theory now 
receiving so much attention. By the impo- 
sition of an income tax it is shown that 
the tariff echedules can remain 
the sume and the income tax be 
lowered or raised by congress according 
to the necessities without affecting the reg- 
ular business e¢hannels. When the commirt- 
tee first be Ms investigations it was wl 
understood that the tax on beer would be 
dotibled and a tax imposed on sugars. These 
two items alone would have added nearly 
$100,00,000 to the revenue. 

At present the income tax is meeting with 
very favorable comment and it seems the 
ony solution of the difficulty. The in- 
creased tax contemplated on whisky will 
not make good the Joss through a refusal 
to impose a tax on sugar, and some such 
plan as a direct revenue must offset the free 
list 

It was expected that a long and alolor- 
ous wail would come up from those with 
Carge incomes at the very mention of such 
a solution, yet there has been no great 
objection raised.

Treasury Notes for Pensioners. 
Yesterday there was a conference be- 
tween several members of the ways and 
means committee and the secretary of the 
treasury. The question of devising a plan 
to meet the deficit in the running expenses 
of the government was fully discussed. 
two of the plans proposed were thought to 
be practical. Oue was the issue of bonds 
treasury notes and the other was the 
coinage of the seigniorage which now 
amounts to $54,000,000. The treasury 
note issue Was to meet the S32,000,000 re- 
quired in paying the pension arrearages. 
It requires something like $185.000,000 an- 
nually to support the pension rolls. and of 
this amowntewhat are known as first pay- 
hients, aggregate S52 .000,000. It 
Wis suggested thit treasury hotes of the de 
nominations which could be circulated bear- 
ing © per cent interest and running three 
years ‘be issued to pensioners.

There is no necessity for a third 
court in Atlanta, 

All of the leading citizens of this big 
city unite in rendering this verdict. 

If there is anything upon which the peo- 
ple are more firmly united than 
surely this is it, that we have enough courts 
already and we don’t need another city 
court to attend to the business of the coun- 
ty and the city from a legal standpoint. 

Ever the recent movement for a 
third city court was started. there has been 
a strong opposition developing that has at 
last culminated in an open expression of 
opinion from the representative citizens of 
Atlanta to the effect that we 
have enough courts tlready; and 
the additional taxation necessary 
to support another court is totally unwar 
ranted and would be unjust if levied upon 
the common people. 

The most prominent citizens of Atlanta 
all say that to establish another city court 
would mean to impose upon the people of 
this city a tax sufficient to meet the ex- 
pense of about $15,000 a year to pay the 
running expenses of this additional court. 
‘They say this is unwarranted because the 
courts already at work ought to keep up 
with the tigation of 

Even if they cannot keep up with the 
business of the county and the city, the 
people seem to indicate a desire that anoth 
er court whenever needed be established on 
a different plan. They that the next 
court, whenever the business on the dock 
ets of the courts already established war 
rant, ought to be rua as a kind of board 
of arbitration for civil cases. 

This thing of having courts, lawyers and 
jyies for every little difference that arises 
among the Atlanta in matters 
purely civil, causing the county to spend a 
lot of money needlessly, as it would seem, 
has worn itself out and the people are op- 
posed to it.

) Mr. Calvin’s State Currency Bill Pro- 
yokes Discussion. 


IT PROVIDES FOR MORE MEDIUM 


Mel Branch, of Columbia County, Made a 
Set Speech—Hout ne Business of the 
Day in the House. 


The much-talked-of state currency bill 
of Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, or to speak 
more accurately, the substitute for that bill, 
drafted by the committee on banks and 
banking, occupied the attention of the 
house for the Jarger part of yesterday's ses- 
sion. 

This bill had been made a special order 
for the morning and at 11 o'clock sharp the 
tap of Speaker Atkinson’s gavel suspended 
other business and ushered it on the scene. 

The clerk first read Mr. Calvin’s original 
till, which was a mere formality 
as the house at once proceeded to the con- 
sideration of the substitute. There i¢, 
pracically, however, but very Iiittle

real difference, Mr. Calvin's bill embody- 
ing all the chief points of the more’ elabor- 
ute measure subsequently prepared. 

The following is an epitome of the sub- 
stitute bill. 

The Bill Summarized. 

Section 1. This section is merely intro- 
ductory couched in the usual legal phrase- 
vlogy. 

Sec. 2. That the governor, the treas- 
urer and the comptroller general of the 
siate constitute a commission authorized to 
print circulating notes “ia the similitude of 
bank notes” in taank of denominations of 
from $1 to $1,000; that the same shall be 
numbered and registered and countersigned 
by the comptroller general in the presence 
of the other commissioners. 

Sec. 3. That any chartered bank or 
banking association may deposit with the 
treasurer national, state, county or munici- 
pal bonds, declared legui by the attorney 
general, not exceeding at par value 75 per 
cent of its capital stock and shall receivé 
notes <o the face value of such bonds. 
No bonds of a state that is in default of 
principal or interest wik be taken. The 
notes are to be of such denomination as 
the bank desires. 

If the bonds deposited depreciate at any 
time, the commissioners are authorized to 
eall for additional security to make up the 
deficit, and banks failing to comply are 
subject to a fine of 8100 a day until such 
security is deposited, such fine to be collect- 
ed by suit and turned into the treasury. 

Sec. All securities shall be stamped 
With a statement that they are deposited to 
secure circulating notes, and upon being 
Withdrawn endorsed to that effect. 

sec. ». Banks obtaining these notes 
and signing them in manner provided so 
us to make them “obligatory, promissory 
notes payable on demand” are authorized 
to use and loan the same as money. 

Sec. GO. If any bank after putting such 
notes in circulation refuses or delays pay- 
ment in legal tender on demand, it shall 
pay damages at the rate of 24 per cent per 
unpum to the holder of the note as long 
payment is deferred. The holder may 
protest the note and the commissioners 
may, ten dvas after giving notice thereof, 
tpply the securities deposited to the pay- 
ment of the notes in circulation. The sale 
of the securities may be public or private 
at the option of the commissioners. 

Sec. 7. The commissioners shall execute 
powers of attorney to the banks depositing 
securities to enable them to draw interest 
on the same. 

Sec. & The plates and dies are to remain 
in the eustody of the attorney general 
and the expenses incurred in printing. ete., 
shall be advanced and paid by the banks 
applying, each to be charged a just pro 
rate.

In explanation of one or two ambiguous 
paragraphs it may be said that section 
11 «is intended to restrict private specula- 
tion and “cornering” these notes.

This was concurred in and 
on motion, Mr. Calvin's bill and all other 
bills bearing on the subject were referred 
to that committee. 

third Reading. 


The bill of Mr. Neel, of Floyd, to amend 
the law in regard to traveling fees of non- 
resident witnesses in state cases Was read 
for the third time. ‘The bill changes the 
old-time paying witnesses $2 for each thir- 
ty miles traveled to “the actual traveling 
expenses not exceeding 4 cents a mile.” It
